THE HEW CONTIIACT FOU THEIR MANtrFAC- 


TUIir.—THE IMMENSE NUMBERS USED

Tlio contract for supplying the Po.st- 


ofllce 
Department 
with 
postal cards 


during the iour years beginning the 1st 
of next July 1ms been awarded to "Wool- 
worth & Graham, of No. 76 Duane street, 
who are the manufacturers under tho 
contract now existing. 
The first contract 


for postal cards was made iu 1973, pro- 
viding that one-cent postal cards should 
be supplied for four yenrs at the rote of 
$1.37 per 1,000 cards. 
The price under 


the 
second 
contract; 
which ' will 


end the 30th of next June, has been 
fifl 56-100 cents per 1,000 cards. 
Under 


the new contract the 
rate per 1,000 


cards will be 5-1 -13-100 cents. 
While the 


contract from July 1, 1873, to June 30, 
1877, was pending, the number of cards 
issued was SHO. (519,500. 
Under the con- 


tract for flic four years' term which will 
expire June 30, is'si, the number issued 
will reach about 990,000.000. The num- 
ber required during the next four years 
will be, it is estimated, 2,000,000.000. 


Mr. Wool'.vorth said today, when ques- 


tioned ou the subject, that there would 
be no change in the size nr pattern of 
the cards, the only alteration in which 
was made while tho first contract was run- 
ning. 
New and 
improved machinery 


would bo used iu 
their manufacture. 


More postal cards were used iu thin coun- 
try than in any other, and probably at 
least half of them were employed for 
business purposes, 
such as advertise- 


ments, 
notices of meetings, etc.

mense quantities of them were taken by 
the Post office in ('hicago, which received 
more than any other city except New 
York.
